Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserted distinction between the claimed invention and the 
prior art of record to involve, solely, the use of digital satellite audio radio information transport. It was agreed that 
Robbins and Wugofski did not specifically dislcose the use of digital satellite audio radio. However, the Examiner 
indicated that it would have obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the 
known technology of digital satellite audio radio in combination with the known system of Robbins (performing identical 
functionality), resulting in the invention as currently claimed. Further, Rindsberg disclosed the claimed invention, 
including digital satellite audio radio, in its entirety. Lastly, Fish (USP 6,925.576) was discussed as potentially 
disclosing very relevant subject matter to the claims at hand. The Office will issue an action containing at least these 
rejections, and response by Applicant is expected.
